Dr. Nora Kizer Bell 



Or. Nora Kizer Bell, 62, of Roanoke, Virginia, died Saturday, January 24, 2004. 

A native of Charleston, West Virginia, Dr Bell was president of Hollins University, Virginia’s oldest 
chartered women's college. She took office in July 2002 and sewed Hollins with distinction, combining 
charismatic leadership with a passionate belief in the university’s mission. She was a Phi Beta Kappa 
graduate of Randolph Macon Woman’s College and held a Ph. D. in philosophy from the University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill. She began her academic career at the University of South Carolina, where she 
taught for 16 years beginning in 1977 and headed the university’s first Center for Bioethics. She went on 
to serve as dean of the College of Arts and Sciences at the University of North Texas from 1993 to 1997. 
That year. Dr. Bell became the first female president of Wesleyan College in Macon, Georgia, and led the 
school until 2002. 

Among her achievements. Dr. Bell received The Order of the Palmetto, the highest civilian award presented 
by the governor of South Carolina for service to the state. The Macon Telegraph named her “Professional 
of the Year ” among Georgia women in 2(X)0. 

She is survived by her husband. Dr. David A. Bell, president of Macon State College in Georgia; two 
daughters, Elizabeth B. LaFitte of Columbia, South Carolina, and Caroline B. Keller of Atlanta, Georgia; 
a son, Thomas P. Bell of Macon, Georgia; and four granddaughters. Also surviving are her father, John 
O. Kizer of Charleston, West Virginia, and a brother, Dr. Steve Kizer, of Chapel Hill, North Carolina. 

Funeral services will be held Friday, January • 30, 2004, at 2 p.m. at Trinity Episcopal Cathedral, 1100 
Sumter Street, Columbia, South Carolina. The Reverend Canon Charles Davis will officiate. Graveside 
services will follow. The family will receive friends after the services at the home of Elizabeth and Robert 
LaFitte, 636 N. Kings Grant Drive, in Columbia. In lieu of flowers, donations may be made to the 
Hematologic Malignancies Fund - Multiple My eloma, do Dr. Morie Gertz, Mayo Clinic, 200 SW First 
Street, Rochester, Minnesota 55905. 

Funeral arrangements are being handled by Dunbar Funeral Home, Devine Street Chapel, 3926 Devine 
Street in Columbia. A visitation will be held at the funeral home on Thursday, January 29, 2004, from 6 
- 8 p.m

Founder's Day this year was different than any others that Hollins has 
experienced in the past. On February 19th, the campus community 
gathered together to celebrate two lives: Charles Lewis Cocke, the founder 
of Hollins, and Dr. Nora Kizer Bell, I Oth president of Hollins University. 
The convocation began as the senior class placed a wreath on the steps of 
the Cocke Building, in honor of Dr. Bell, whose untimely death on January 
25th was a shock to the entire community. The senior class then made the 
traditional procession to the Cocke Family Cemetery, where a wreath was 
placed on the grave of Charles Lewis Cocke. The senior elected faculty 
member to accompany them was Dr. Wayne Markert. 

As seniors entered the chapel, they were handed daisies by the sophomore 
class. They, along with the rest of the campus community, they listened and 
wept as words were given by trustee Brooke Morrow ('7B) and by Dr. David 
Bell, Dr, Nora Bell's husband. Dr. Bell described his wife's passion for 
Hollins and how dedicated she was to the Hollins mission. The Chair of the 
Board of Trustees, Lisa Valk Long ('721 then announced that the Board of 
Trustees had endowed 3.25 million dollars to the Nora Kizer Bell Chair in 
the Humanities at Hollins, money which was raised in only fifteen days. 

At the close of the ceremony, and as the community dispersed, many seniors 
laid their daisies on the steps of the Cocke building alongside the wreath, 
as a memorial to Dr. Nora Kizer Bell.

T. J. Anderson, English, received a B.A. from the University of Massachusetts, an 
M.F.A. from the University of Michigan, and a Ph.D. from S.U.N.Y. Binghamton. He is 
the author of At Last Round Up, and has published both poetry and poem translations. 
His critical book, Notes to Make the Sound Come Right: Four Innovators of Jazz Poetry, 
will be published next fall by the University of Arkansas Press. 

What are your areas of research? 

African American literature, jazz poetry and poetics, jazz music, the Beat Generation, 
modern and contemporary poetry, and the work of Aimd C6saire, Bob Kaufman, Steven 
Jonas, Jayne Cortez, and Nate Mackey. 

What do you like about teaching? 

I like the exchange of learning that happens in the classroom, when the lines between 
teacher and student blur. I enjoy seeing what attracts students to what we’re reading and 
remembering how I first encountered the work. 

What is your proudest professional accomplishment? 

Receiving tenure at Hollins. And also writing a poem that I’m really happy with, when the 
language, form, and syntax are all working, and when it captures who I am at a moment 
in time with all the complexity. 

What is your favorite thing about Hollins? 

I like the opportunity to teach whatever I want to, and whatever I'm interested in. Each 
semester, I can change things. There's no one looking over my shoulder asking me to 
teach the canonical texts. But I do teach them. One must be able to successfully critique 
the “canon" in order to write texts that inspire subversion. 


James Patrick Downey, philosophy, received a Ph.D. from the University of Virginia, 
where his dissertation defended rationalist theistic metaphysics. His teaching interests 
include metaphysics, contemporary moral issues, philosophy of religion, and logic. Downey 
was the first coach of Hollins’ Ethics Bowl team five years ago and for the past four years 
has sharing coaching duties with Assistant Professor of Philosophy Michael Gettings. “This 
year we did very well, especially for a team of sophomores," says Downey. The team won 
two of their four matches. Teams represent fifteen member schools in Virginia. 

What are your areas of research? 

Philosophy of mind (I'm currently writing on the ontological status of consciousness) and 
philosophy of religion.

What do you like best about teaching? 

Seeing our students come to use the very bright and creative minds they have. 

What is your proudest professional accomplishment? 

Besides getting tenure at Hollins, I would say one of my recent articles. “Descartes's Real 
Argument." in Ratio: An International Journal Of Analytic Philosophy. 


What is your favorite thing about Hollins? 

The fad that they let me park my 1956 Cadillac on Faculty Avenue.

Casimir Dadak, Economics, obtained an M.A. from the Academy of Economics in Krakow, Poland 
and a Ph.D. from Fordham University. He is the author of numerous articles and conference papers, 
including “The 1992-96 Bulgarian Trade Data Puzzle: A Case of Sanctions Breaking?.” “Policy 
Stimulating Growth of Competitiveness of Polish Agriculture," "Monetary and Financial Aspects of 
the Internet Stock Bubble," and “Globalization and the Social Teaching of the Church." 

What are your areas of research? 

My research interests are focused on three main areas: transition economies, financial markets, and 
the social teaching of the Catholic Church, 

What do you like best about teaching? 

Finance and economics usually do not give a straight answer to a problem. Consequently, in spite 
of the fact that we use various quantitative methods to solve problems, we need to rely on qualita¬ 
tive analysis as well, which requires a great deal of creativity and experience, if not pure intuition. In 
sum, students have to be exposed to different viewpoints and they need to arrive at their own 
conclusions. Later, we debate pros and cons of the various approaches. Similarly, students can 
compare their solutions to those of others and, through dialogue, improve on their initial findings. 

What is your proudest professional accomplishment? 

Obviously, getting tenure at Hollins is a very important issue to me. Similarly, having published in 
refereed journals is surely a thing to brag about. However, I get the greatest satisfaction from the 
fact that some of my former students made incredible professional careers. I’ve been at Hollins only 
four years, so I cannot boast many success stories here, but quite a few students I taught before 
coming to Hollins, at the American University in Bulgaria, got into premier M B A. programs in the 
United States and Europe and were later hired by global corporate heavyweights. For an educator 
there is no greater joy than to see his or her students making the right moves and progressing 
professionally. 

What is your favorite thing about Hollins? 

Hollins is a relatively small institution, and this allows for closer ties between faculty and students. I 
can spend more time talking to students one on one than in a bigger school and, as a result, I have 
greater opportunities to advance their academic development and, sometimes, even address their 
personal problems. Another big plus is the liberal arts environment. I have many interests beyond 
finance and economics (politics, for instance) and I can diverge into such fields without fearing that I 
might lose the interest of my audience. 


Kimberly Rhodes, Art History, received a B.A. from St. Lawrence University and an 
M.A. and Ph.D. from Columbia University. She wrote her dissertation on British images of 
Shakespeare’s Ophelia. Her interdisciplinary work has led her to museums and libraries 
all over England, to many performances of Hamlet, and often to the swimming pool. She 
has also worked in museums and has co-authored a landmark book on the American art 
collection at the Art Institute of Chicago. Rhodes teaches nineteenth-century European 
and American art. 

What are your areas of research? 

Modern British and American art, design and architecture with a strong emphasis on 
interdisciplinary and gender studies. Right now I’m working on a new project entitled The 
Court Hall at Otana: Orientalism and Domestic Life in Nineteenth-Century America , 

What do you like best about teaching? 

Teaching stretches me to explore areas outside my research expertise and diversify my 
study of and approach to art history. I also enjoy the collaborative nature of teaching and 
the intellectual relationships I develop with my students. Teaching art history is particu¬ 
larly meaningful to me because our society doesn’t make art readily available to the 
public—there's still an aura of elitism that surrounds art and I like to break that down in 
my classes by empowering students with critical visual literacy skills. 

What is your proudest professional accomplishment? 

I'm not proud of any one publication or presentation over any other. They're all important 
to me as they mark specific periods and scholarly pursuits in my professional life. I am 
also proud, however, of having worked as both a museum professional and an academic 
art historian, which has given me a unique perspective on my field. 


What is your favorite thing about Hollins? 
That it’s a women’s college!

Elizabeth Forsythe Hailey ‘60 
“Creating your life- 
A work in Progress'' 

A native of Dallas, Texas, Elizabeth Forsythe Hailey graduated from 
Hollins College in 1960 and studied at the Sorbonne in Paris. She enjoyed 
her First career success as a writer for film and television. Along with her 
husband, playwright Oliver Hailey, she served as creative consultant for 
the groundbreaking 1970’s television series, Mary Hartman, Mary' 
Hartman. 

Hailey's lirst novel, A Woman of Independent Means , became an 
international best-seller when it was published in 1978. Her subsequent 
adaptation for the stage won the Los Angeles Critics Award. In 1995, 
NBC broadcast a six-hour miniseries based on the novel, starring the 
Oscar-winning actress, Sally Field. 

I lailey is the author of three other novels: Life Sentences (1982); Joanna !v 
Husband and David’s Wife (1986); and Home Free (1991). All of her 
books have been critically acclaimed for their explorations of interper¬ 
sonal relationships and personal integrity. 

Hailey served on I lollins’ Alumnae Board from 2000-2003. She was the 
university’s Founder's Day Speaker in 2001 and the commencement 
speaker for 1988 and now for 2004. 

At Commencement, Elizabeth Valk Long ‘72, Chair of the Board of 
Trustees, awarded Elizabeth Forsythe Hailey with the Hollins Medal.
